“Risk” or Certainty? 


Many a man has risked his life in 
order to save a friend. Some have lost 
their lives; others have come through 
safely.. We read of one of the early kings 


of England that, when he was wounded 
with a poisoned arrow, his wife put her 
mouth to the wound “and thus risked her 
own life to extract the poison.” This in- 
cident has been used to illustrate the love 
of Christ, who “knew that he was risking 
all that he had and yet did not fear to 
invest it all in order that he might bring 
us to God.” But Christ did not risk his 
life—he gave his life. “Risk” means 
danger with the possibility of escape. 
There was no possibility of escape for 
Christ. He did not “stedfastly set his face 
to go to Jerusalem” knowing that he might 
die there. He went determinedly to Jeru- 
salem knowing that he must die there. 
There was no “risk” in his going, but 
assured crucifixion. The other side of this 
is bright and wonderful indeed. The cer- 
tainty of Christ’s death meant, as he well 
knew, the certainty of life for all who 
would believe on him. People sometimes 
mistakenly talk about the Christian’s faith 
as a “gamble,” or “betting one’s life on 
God.” That would mean a risk; and it is 
a monstrous travesty on Christian faith. 
There is no risk, uncertainty, or gamble 
in believing in Jesus Christ as Saviour. 
God has pledged his word that all who re- 
ceive his Son as Saviour are saved. Over 
against the false ideas of uncertainty and 
gambling are these glorious and majestic 
words, spoken by God himself: “God, will- 
ing more abundantly to shew unto the heirs 
of promise the immutability of his counsel,

AUL says that the law is our school- 
master to bring us to Christ. One 
of the greatest tragedies of the twen- 

tieth century is that so many of our young 
people have not had, as they should, the 
privilege and opportunity of being brought 
up under this schoolmaster. Were the 
“shalts” and “shalt nots” merely human 
words one might hesitate to say this; but 
if they are God’s words, is there not guilt 
in withholding them?

confirmed it by an oath: that by twp im- 
mutable things, in which it was impossible 
for God to lie, we might have a strong con- 
solation, who have fled for refuge to lay 
hold upon the hope set before us: which 
hope we have as an anchor of the soul, both 
sure and stedfast” (Heb.

Strength for the Day's Routine 


Treasure is often hidden in the order 
in which Bible statements are made. If 
we had written Isaiah 40:31, we might 
have said: “But they that wait upon the 
Lord shall walk ... they shall run. . 
they shall mount up with wings.” The 
inspired order is just the reverse: “They 
shall mount up with wings as eagles; they 
shall run, and not be weary; and they shall 
walk, and not faint.” The Christian life 
for most of us is not a succession of spec- 
tacular feats of strength or spurts of 
energy, but a long, steady march. Each 
day brings its portion of downright work, 
not noticed by man perhaps, but having a 
definite place in God’s plan. Enoch’s three- 
hundred-year walk with God was worthy 
of a place in the Bible record; Paul ex- 
horts us to “walk in the Spirit.” So there 
is comfort for us all in the golden promise 
in Isaiah. As we daily “wait upon the 
Lord” our strength will be renewed, and 
we shall receive grace to “walk, and not 
faint,” until the very end of our course.

Law of Love 


who do not is not that of superior attain- 
ment of one over another. It comes from 
the difference between full and absolute 
surrender, and partial surrender, to the 
Holy Spirit’s control in keeping dead the 
old self-love and self-will that he may 
“shed abroad in our hearts” the love of 
God, implanted by himself — with its spon- 
taneous, loving impulse to obey the Law- 
Giver. 

This is what some of the Old Testament 
prophets foresaw. Jeremiah, who gives 
God’s estimate of the unregenerate heart 
as “deceitful above all things, and desper- 
ately wicked,” announces God’s remedy: 
“I will put my law in their inward parts, 
and write it in their hearts (Jer. 31: 33). 
Ezekiel also says: “A new heart also will 
I give you, and a new spirit will I put 
within you,” and “I will put my spirit 
within you, and cause you to walk in my 
statutes, and ye shall keep my judgments, 
and do them” (Ezek. 36: 26, 27). 

Paul gives us nine manifestations of 
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the Spirit’s indwelling; love, joy, - peace, 
longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, 
meekness, self-control. -How fitting that 
the first of these is love, forming as it 
does the indissolubly enabling link between 
God’s two basic commandments of the law, 
and Paul’s assertion, “Love is the fulfilling 
of the law’ (Rom. 13: 10). 

God would not be God were he to lower 
or repeal his standard of love because of 
our’ natural inability to love. To impress 
upon us the hopelessness of that inability 
is the function of the law; while the 
Spirit’s work is to impart to us the “im- 
possible” love that God demands. Such 
a plan glorifies God and excludes all “glory- 
ing in the flesh.” Browning expresses it: 


Thou hast no power, nor may’st conceive of 


ine, 

But love I gave thée, with Myself to love, 

And thou must love Me Who have died for 
ee. 


We see, then, that God comes the whole 
way to meet us at our lowest point and 
enables us by faith to accept his standard: 
“Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind”; and, “Love one an- 
other; as I have loved you.” But how 
can we? 

The miracle of the new birth from above 
brings us God’s very life as our own, the 
gift of God to us in his Son received as 
Saviour. “He that hath the Son of God 
hath life.’ And “God is love.” “Every 
one that loveth is born of God.” There- 
fore the born-again ones can love as God 
loves, “For it is God which worketh in 
you both to will and to do” in this matter 
of true love. 

While obedience without the impulsion 
of love is servility, love that does not 
issue in obedience is merely nominal. “He 
that saith, I know him, and keepeth not 
his commandments, is a liar, and the truth 
is not in him” (1 John 2: 4). 

Love and obedience are interchangeable, 
and incontrovertible ground of our assur- 
ance: “Hereby we do know that we know 
him, if we keep his commandments” (1 
John 2:3, 4). Years before he wrote 
this by inspiration John had heard this 
truth from Christ, who, knowing that the 
indwelling power of the Holy Spirit was 
to be given, said: “He that hath my com- 
mandments, and keepeth them, he it is that 
loveth me: and ... shall be loved of my 
Father, and I . . . will manifest myself 
to him .. . and we will come unto him, and 
make our abode with him” (John 14: 
21-23). 

Christ demands of us the same condition 
of abiding that he assumed for himself. 
“If ye keep my commandments, ye shall 
abide in my love; even as I have kept 
my Father’s commandments, and abide in 
his love” (John 15: 10). 

God makes no mistakes in his sequences. 
Supreme love to him comes first, but -it 
must find expression in tender, helpful 
Christ-like love toward the bodies as well 
as the souls of men. “Whoso.. . seeth 
his brother have need, and shutteth up his 
bowels of compassion from him, how dwell- 
eth the love of God in him?” (1 John 3: 
17.) After he had toiled all night Peter’s 
breakfast was prepared by Christ himself 
before the Lord questioned him as to his 
condition of heart and mind toward Him 
(John 21:9). Despondent. Elijah was fed 
by God. Surely, 
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Life with all it yields of joy and woe, .and 
_ hope a fear, 
Is — our chance 0’ the prize of learning 
love, ‘ 
How love might be, hath been indeed, and is 
And that we hold thenceforth to the uttermost 
Such prize despite the envy of the world. 


Let us remember to pray for this in- 
sight of love. It has been well said that 
little love can. do big, spectacular things, 
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. but -it takes -great love to'see the value of, 


and do, the little things. Life is full of , 

opportunities for such ministries, and Christ | 
has given us his estimate of their value in 
his own words: “Whosoever shall give to 
drink unto one of these little ones a cup 
of ‘cold water only in the name of a dis- 
ciple, verily I say unto you, he shall in 
no wise lose his reward” (Matt. 10: 42). 
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Ghost Towns 


“Ghost Towns” was the title of an 
editorial in the Trmes of February 17, 
describing the experience of a tourist ad- 
venturer who passed a night in one of the 
uncanny sites of an abandoned mining camp 
in the Sierra Nevada foothills. The edi- 
torial then discussed “ghost towns” of the 


Bible— Babylon, Tyre, Nineveh, Sodom 


and Gomorrah. An interesting letter has 
come from a fellow editor, James’ H. 
Hunter, of the staff of the always inter- 
esting and valuable Evangelical Christian 
of Toronto, telling of an experience of 


‘his own in a ghost town: 


I was very much interested in that leading 
article in the Times on “Ghost Towns.” 

I think the most famous ghost city of 
the world is Petra. One can almost “feel” 
the ghosts in that ancient ruin. You may 
think that strange, but it is literally true. 
In the early morning or at night, wander- 
ing among the ruins, one can almost “sense” 
something in: the very atmosphere. The 
only time I have ever experienced anything 
like that feeling was in the Hebrides of 
Scotland. But the silence of Petra, the 
desolation that has been wrought there 
through the visitation of God’s judgment 
upon it gives one a kind of haunted feeling 
as though multitudes in those temples and 
tombs. were mourning for the glory that 
had departed. 

There is a lesson, surely, in these “ghost 
towns” and the impression they make upon 
those who visit them. “Ichabod” is writ- 
ten over them, like the tragedy of Israel 
in one of her apostasies, when “the glory 
is departed from Israel: for the ark of 
God is taken” (1 Sam. 4:22). But, while 
some ghost towns, like Babylon, are doomed 
to everlasting destruction, the shame of 
“Ichabod” is going to be taken forever 
from God’s chosen people when their Mes- 
siah comes again, “and so all Israel shall 
be saved” (Rom. 11:26). Instead of be- 
ing a despised and hated people, like an 
empty and haunted ghost town, Israel shall 
be thrilling and dynamic with new life, 
even the life of God himself, and the great- 
est blessing among the nations and in all 
mankind, for then men from all languages 
and nations shall turn to the Jew, saying, 
“We will go with you: for we have heard 
that God is with you” (Zech. 8:23}.

Arcturus — Runaway Star 


I rejoice to pray to Him who can “guide 
Arcturus.” By the way, did you know that 
the star God asks Job about guiding is one 
of those the astronomers call a “runaway 
star” ?—A District of Columbia reader. 


“Canst thou guide Arcturus with his 
sons?” (Job 38:32.) It is very wonder- 
ful, and one’ of the many evidences of 


the inspiration of the Bible, that Job records 


this question asked of him by the Lord 
at a time when it was doubtless generally 
believed by men that the stars were fixed, 
or that’ they moved altogether as if set 
in a great crystal ceiling. And it adds to 
the wonder that the star named should have 
been one of -those that the astronomers 
call runaway stars. Job could not indeed 
guide Arcturus; nor could any man. For 
Arcturus shoots through the heavens at 
the rate of about eighty miles a second. 
It is one of many such stars to which 
the description “runaway” has been givén. 
Some of these are moving through space 
so fast that they will probably sometime 
escape from our galaxy. Many stars are 
swifter than Arcturus; one moves at least 
five times as fast. Even these high speeds 
sink into insignificance in comparison with 
those of the other galaxies, or “spiral 
nebulz”; these move at thousands of miles 
a second; one of fairly recent discovery, 
the astronomers tell us, moves at 15,000 
miles a second. 

Yet God guides them all. And the God 
of Job and of all who are his children 
deals with the infinitesimal as easily as 
with the infinite; knows the number of 
his children and the hairs on their heads 
as he does the number of stars and their 
chemical analysis, and can guide us “safely 
home at last” as easily as he “guides Arc- 
turus with his sons.”

A doctrine to which increasing numbers are turning 
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Hope give rise to a condition of de- 

spair among God's people? This is 
a question that faces many of us who call 
ourselves Fundamentalists in the American 
Christian world, 

After much prayerful study we have 
come to the conclusion that the premillen- 
nial coming ef our Lord 4 is clearly taught 
in the Scriptures. and that it is a doctrine 
of such importance that we cannot afford 
to leave it out of our preaching and teach- 
ing, or fail to give it its rightful propor- 
tion of emphasis. On the other hand, we 
find a very considerable group of people 
whom we honor and love as brethren in 
the Lord, whose courage and fidelity in 
the faith we cannot think of questioning, 
yet who. do not .accept: the premillennial 
view of the Lord’s return. 

If the author of this article may presume 
to speak for himself, he may be permitted 
to suggest that his experience is typical 
of a certain group of younger and less 
conspicuous men in Fundamentalism. 


Smothered by Indifferentism 


I graduated from a state university and 
took most of my theological training: under 
extremely liberal teachers. I reacted 
against liberalism very strongly indeed, as 
so many young ministers have done. I 
am glad to have fellowship with men of 
my own denomination so far as possible. 
I believe heartily in the standards of my 
church. We are smothered, however, with 
indifferentism, and ecclesiastical leaders 
give evasive answers when: shameful evils 
in the church are pointed out. I desire, 
as many young ministers do, to find fel- 
lowship in addition to that which is to be 
found within narrow denominational boun- 
daries. We younger Fundamentalists, wish 
to associate ourselves with a group of men 
who are wide awake to the issues and dan- 
gers of the times. The World’s Christian 
Fundamentals Association is the most con- 
spicuous and most effective organization 
of its kind in the field,-and represents the 
largest and the sanest group of those who 
are at one with us in our. convictions. 

I find, as many others of my generation 
have found, that the Fundamentals Asso- 
ciation has a doctrinal platform, every word 
of which I can accept without equivocation. 
There is no perfect movement in the world. 
There is no company of God’s people in 
which there is not to be found “a mixed 
multitude.” Nevertheless we find in this 
movement, its platform, and its leaders, 
the best interdenominational agency of its 
kind in American religious life. We real- 
ize that the word Fundamentalist carries 
with it a certain reproach, but we accept 
that reproach deliberately. We are sorry

for such mistakes as may have been made 
or such misunderstandings as may have 
arisen in the name -of Fundamentalism. 
But, seeking honestly and squarely to ad- 
vance the cause of Christ, we identify our- 
selves with this movement. 

The doctrinal platform of the World’s 
Christian Fundamentals Association was 
drawn up at Philadelphia in 1919 by de- 
vout Christian leaders. and outstanding 
Bible teachers. Some of them will. be 
counted as truly great men by future gen- 
erations. This doctrinal basis of the most 
conspicuous and effective interdenomina- 
tional movement representing our evan- 
gelical convictions is, therefore, an estab- 
lished standard with which we ought not 
lightly to tamper.4 

This document is not only the platform 
of the Fundamentals Association but has 
become the doctrinal platform of many 
other organizations. It is the doctrinal 
platform of Wheaton College, adopted un- 
der the influence of the saintly leader, Dr. 
Blanchard, whose consecrated life made it 
possible for the College to become what it 
is. For that reason, I personally owe to 
this platform a doubly strong allegiance. 


Easy Recruits and Poor Soldiers 


There are some who say that another 
convention ought to be called, another 
movement started, another doctrinal plat- 
form worked out which would include all 
genuine evangelicals. Personally, I believe 
it is altogether too easy for an individual 
to wave a flag and rally a troop in these 
days. But there are too few who are 
humbly willing to co-operate with their

Christian brethren. Not until we all, 
leaders and followers as well, assume the 
humble attitude of mind with willingness 
to co-operate and be led, will the genuine 
leaders have an opportunity of performing 
the great service so much needed, There 
are platforms and organizations enough. 
Let us associate ourselves to the best of 
our ability with those existing organiza- 
tions and movements which stand for the 
principles that constitute our cherished con- 
victions, 

There has been associated with the 
World’s Christian Fundamentals Associa- 
tion for several years an educational move- 
ment. For'a time an organization called 
The Association of Orthodox Colleges met 
annually in conjunction with the Funda- 
tmentals Association. Some months before 
the Los Angeles Fundamentals Convention 
in June, 1930, Dr. Paul Rood, President 
of the Association, asked me to work up 
an educational program for the next con- 
vention. I secured from THe Sunpay 
ScHoot Times a large list of Fundamen- 
talist schools, colleges, Bible institutes, and 
theological seminaries of various descrip- 
tions, and supplemented this list to the best 
of my ability, seeking to make it as in- 
clusive as possible. I then sent out a 
questionnaire and a number of circular let- 
ters urging all these schools to send repre- 
sentatives to Los Angeles. One of the 
questions in the questionnaire was as fol- 
lows: “Does your entire faculty. accept 
and believe the fundamentals of the Chris- 
tian faith as set forth in the platform of 
the World’s Christian Fundamentals As- 
sociation ?” 


What Stopped the Signatures 


I am sure the obviousness of this ques- 
tion is quite evident, and I make no apology, 
I had no intention, however, of excluding 
from the program of “Education Day” in 
the convention representatives from any 
schools known to be vigorous and sound in 
evangelical faith. I received letters from 
some institutions stating that they cculd 
not answer the above question in a direct 
affirmative, but that they were in hearty 
sympathy with the Fundamentalist move- 
ment and wished to be identified with it. 
As I remember the correspondence, the pre- 
millennial question was the one most fre- 
quently raised. I replied to such inquiries 
urging those schools known to be sound in 
the faith to send their representatives and 
to participate in the Christian fellowship 
of the occasion. 

In this, my small part in the Los Angeles 
program, I am sure I was not out of line 
with the general policies of the Fundamen- 
tals Association. Dr. W, B. Riley, the 
leader of the Fundamentals Association for 
many years, in discussing a similar matter, 
said in the September, 1931, Christian Fun- 
damentalist: “Our practice in this matter 
has been exceedingly liberal. We have,

ment, that God -has used nations 

and nationalism in the past in the 
preparation of the world for Christ and 
in the propagation of the Gospel, is it not 
true that we have now arrived at a period 
in the history of the world when national- 
ism must be submerged in internationalism ; 
when every man must be, not a citizen 
of any particular nation, but a citizen of 
the world? To answer this we must con- 
sider some abiding and bed-rock prin- 
ciples, 
' Looking back over the ages, many of 
us are convinced that “God . . . made of 
one every nation of men,” that he “deter- 
mined their appointed seasons, and the 
bounds of their habitation; that they should 
seek God.” That, is, God has used nations 
as instruments in the development of the 
plan of redemption. 

We may see also the necessity for 
national governments in the very nature 
of human life as it has been lived on the 
earth. Human nature being fundamentally 
and essentially sinful, government by states 
and nations is required, for without such 
national divisions and governments human 
life and human institutions would be im- 
possible. Legal, moral, and physical re- 
straints must be exercised over the evil 
desires and programs of vicious men. 


G mee for the sake of argu- 


Fences for Human Nature 


Local and national governments, there- 
fore, have ever been the logical and divinely 
appointed instrumentalities for the exercise 
of these restraints. In other words, the 
ultimate and restraining authority in human 
government (embodied in the ruling per- 
sonalities), must of necessity be local, 
available to the governed and conversant 
with the conditions, needs, and demands 
of each community and nation. This was 
so in the past and it is true today. 

Thus nations, with their state subdivisions 
and local magistrates, fill a need of human 
life. This fact is clearly set forth by Dr. 
Kuyper in his book on “Calvinism.” “Kings 
and magistrates bear the sword (and ex- 
ercise their authority) in the realm of jus- 
tice, meting out corporal punishment to 
the criminal; in the realm of war, defend- 
ing the honor and rights and the interests 
of the state (and nation) against its ene- 
mies; and in the realm of order, thwarting 
at home all forcible rebellion.” This hav- 
ing been true in the past, and certainly 
being true today, it is difficult to imagine 
any real blessing coming to any nation by 
substituting internationalism for nationalism 
— remote control for local government. 

There are three facts that must, not be 
overlooked in our estimate of international- 
ism as a cure for the ills of the world: 


1. National life was ordained of God. 


2. “All authority of governments of 
earth originates from the sovereignty of 
God alone.” 


The League of Nations does not 
seem to be making headway as rapid- 
ly as it did for a few years after the 
World War. “Growing Gloom at 
Geneva” is the title of an editorial 
paragraph in a British Christian jour- 
nal, which says that, whereas the 
League used to seem to many the 
guarantee of peace to the world, now 
“the great palace of peace is closing 
its doors amidst the rumblings of 
world-v-ide strife.” 

Is internationalism going to fail or 
succeed? Would its success bring 
world-wide blessing?

3. Internationalism is championed prin- 
cipally by those who have declared war 
on God and on his Church. 


The first of these facts has received suf- 
ficient notice in the preceding articles. For 
those who believe in the Bible as the Word 
of God and in the controlling providence 
of God over human life no further argu- 
ment or statement is necessary. 

The second fact is one which, in these 
days of active atheism, needs to be recon- 
sidered by those who would understand 
the times in which we live and influence 
our age for peace and for the perpetuity 
of valuable institutions. The oft quoted 
words of Paul, “The powers that be are 
ordained of God,” indicate the Scripture 
teaching on this truth concisely. And when 
God, im ancther portion of his Word, de- 
clares, “By me kings reign” (Prov. 8: 
15), he announces that his sovereignty over 
all sovereignty continues. 


Internationalism’s Family Tree 


To those accustomed to hear and heed 
the voice of God in his Book and in human 
experience, the Scripture teaching that he 
has ordained nations for the accomplish- 
ment of his purposes of grace is sufficient 
reason to reject internationalism as a cure- 
all for the ills of the human race. If “all 
authority of governments of earth originate 
from the sovereignty of God alone,” then 
until devout men are convinced that God 
has discarded nations as the unit and in- 
strumentality of his government on earth 
they will not become internationalists over- 
night as a result of intensé propaganda or 
as the consequence of a moral and economic 
crisis in the affairs of the world. 

But the final argument for the rejection 
of internationalism is the fact that its 
principal advocates are those who have de- 
clared war on God Almighty and_ have 
undertaken the destruction of his Church. 


We are witnessing a strange experiment 
among the nations today. If history has 
any lesson for our age, written in letters 
of doom across the scroll of time, it is 
that the decline and fall of nations begin 
always with religious apostasy. Religious 
apostasy is followed in turn by political 
corruption, social chaos, and ultimate ob- 
livion. Yet there are men who are declar- 
ing that religious apostasy and war against 
God and his Church are the sure steps to 
national greatness and international peace! 

Now all of God’s ordinances and com- 
mandments and laws have been given, not 
because he has the right to command, not 
because he delights in the use of despotic 
power, but because obedience to his law 
and command is necessary for individual 
and national blessing and happiness and 
welfare. When sin and crime are trium- 
phant, God’s glory and wisdom and power 
are obscured and his purpose in creation 
is thwarted. The glory of God therefore 
demands that legal, moral, and physical 
restraint be exercised by magistrates act- 
ing under the authority of God and in his 
name, that the end of creation may be 
attained and the glory of God be manifest 
to all the world. 


The Fruit on the Tree 


When men act in contumacious rebellion 
against these eternal principles of human 
life on earth we discover a great nation 
powerless under the iron hand of those who 
repudiate God; we see men who are doing 
all in their power to make his worship 
impossible, even to the destruction of the 
concept of God from the minds of citizens. 
And, not content with an experiment within 
the bounds of the nation over which they 
have usurped control, they are organizing 
as rapidly as possible other nations for the 
dethroning of God. They are planning a 
godless life to be under the domination of 
those who have thus defied God. 

The advocates of internationalism declare 
that Christianity is bankrupt; that the capi- 
talistic system has broken. down; that re- 
ligion is the opiate of the people, prevent- 
ing them from fighting for their rights 
because it beguiles them with the promise 
of justice in the life to come if justice 
is denied here, and it assures them that 
all they lack here will be made up to 
them in Heaven. Because of the Scrip- 
ture teaching of rewards in the life to 
come, say the atheists, all religion must 
be eradicated from the life of men. Such 
are some of the arguments for godless- 
ness. 

It is a self-evident fact, obvious to all 
who. have a spark of true spiritual life, 
that it has been the religious apostasy of 
the last generation which has produced the 
lawlessness and crime and social havoc of 
the last decades. It is the activity of those 
who are determined to destroy the Chris- 
tian faith from the earth that has pro- 
duced the chaos of today. In his book, 
“A Preface to Morals,” Walter Lippman 
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devotes 139 pages to a discussion of “The 
Dissolution of the Ancestral Order.” He 
declares that in the realms of theology, 
philosophy, science, and education, the old 
sanctions and authority have been destroyed 
and no new sanctions or authority have 
been discovered to take their place. “Men 
have lost their faith, and having lost their 
faith they have lost the certainty that their 
lives are significant and that it matters 
what they do with. their lives.” 

It is a well known fact that for fifty 
years there has been an increasing number 
of men engaged in the business of destroy- 
ing faith in the Bible as the inspired Word 
of God. So thoroughly have the destruc- 
tive critics done their work that there are 
multitudes today claiming the name and 
title of Christian who deny the unique in- 
spiration of the Bible, the virgin birth of 
Christ, his sacrificial atonement, and resur- 
rection. These people have lost faith in the 
supernatural, and not only doubt whether 
there has been a revelation of God’s will, 
but question whether there is a personal 
God at all. We are being treated to the 
unique spectacle of men seriously talking 
of a “new religion” with God completely 
left out. 

It is on these atheistic and godless foun- 
dations that we are asked to assist in 
building the structure of a new social 
order. It is with such leaders that. we are 
asked to join hands in the development 
of a world federation and a unified gov- 
ernment of the earth.. As we hear the call 
for international citizenship,. instead of 
national, a call which comes ever louder 
and louder and with increasing demands 
that national sovereignty be merged or lost 
in international control, we need to consider 
the damage already wrought in the realms 
where the destructive principles have been 
applied. We should evaluate the character 
of those who advocate internationalism as 
a panacea, and ask ourselves if it is pos- 
sible for a man or nation or a world to 
lay “other foundation .. . than that which 
is laid, which is Jesus Christ.” 

In enumerating some of the dangers that 
lie along the pathway of world federation 
and world government we do not overlook 
the fact that the’ world has in effect be- 
come one’ vast community with identical 
problems and similar interests. We are 
not denying that the welfare of one nation 
seems to depend upon the welfare of all 
in an increasing degree. We do not min- 
imize the fact that there are obligations 
existing’ between nations which no nation 
may default without detriment and damage 
to all. We should even go so far as to 
say that, under the present system of com- 
merce and communication, no nation lives 
unto itself and that in the future national 
isolation will probably become more and 
more impossible. 

We should be, therefore, most heartily 
in accord with every attempt to cultivate 
national friendship and conciliation. We 
believe in making every possible attempt to 
prevent war. We rejoice in every evidence 
of international understanding and amity. 
We believe in cultivating the “will to peace,” 
in promoting honest and just commercial 
and diplomatic relations with all reputable 
nations of earth. But all this is far from 
believing in, or advocating, the surrender of 
our national sovereignty and: merging our 
identity in a government of all nations.

from time to time, invited a number. of 
known postmillennialists4 to participate 
with us in our program, and we have 
elected to office some men whose positions 
as between post- and pre- was not clearly 
defined in their own thinking.” 

The above quotation from Dr. Riley 
continues: “But every suggestion of the 
slightest departure from the [doctrine of 
the] imminent and premillennial return of 
the Lord has been resented, not only by 
the organization in its official capacity, but 
by the members at large.” 

With this sentiment I am in hearty 
accord, and I do not believe that it repre- 
sents any real inconsistency in policy. In 
the educational program of the Fundamen- 
tals Association I hope there will be no 
change in the doctrinal platform, but at 
the same time I hope that our Christian 
brethren of distinctive and aggressive evan- 
gelical faith, who are not able to agree with 
us in the premillennial position but are 
willing to bear the reproach of the name 
“Fundamentalist,” will continue to have 
fellowship with us and to stand and serve 
with us in contending for the faith. 

Standing by the Fundamentalist platform 
and at the same time encouraging the heart- 
iest possible fellowship with genuine evan- 
gelicals who do not hold the premillennial 
position is not at all inconsistent, because 
God is on his throne. His hand is moving 
in the affairs of his people. We are Chris- 
tian brethren with love and admiration for 
one another and confidence in one another. 
We realize that our brethren have sacri- 
ficed terrifically for the faith once for all

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delivered to the’ sairits, and we believe that 
our heavenly Father will bring us closer 
together in the course of time. 


In next week’s issue President Buswell 
will tell of the earnest protests that 
have come from brethren in Reformed 
and Christian Reformed denominations 
against the premillennial clause in the 
Fundamentalist platform. In a remark- 
able and illwminating article, “Premil- 
lennialism and the Reformed Faith,” 
he will answer, from historic church 
creeds and by notable utterances of 
great scholars and _ acknowledged 
leaders in denominations holding the 
Reformed Faith, the critical question 
whether premillennialism is, as one 
critic has said, “not countenanced by 
the great historic standards of the Re- 
formed Churches.”

the movies! If he can dislodge us, he 
knows he has broken down a wali of oppo- 
sition, but we are not weaklings of that 
kind, are we?

It is a rare thing when the moving pic- 
ture theaters show a clean, pure picture. . 
Occasionally they include one, but if they 
do they usually show something else that 
causes clean-minded people to blush. So 
I am told, for I do not attend. In one 
city the head manager told the reporters 
who went to him with criticisms of these 
small films, which are shown in between 
the larger ones, that he could not make 
a picture pay unless it had something vul- 
gar and indecent. He claimed, and it is 
claimed today generally, that the people 
want the unclean picture, and are not sat- 
ishied without it! The tastes have become 
so perverted that a good, clean movie has 
no attraction for the average mind.

Encouragements and warnings from all the world

NTIL six years ago religion had 

meant nothing to Peponis, a Greek 

sailor. Without God and without 
hope in the world he had drifted about 
until he found himself at the ‘point of 
death in a Chicago hospital. . Now, as 
it happened, a_ visitor offered to pray 
over him in the hospital. He fell into 
a refreshing sleep immediately, and knew 
nothing until. the following morning. Ali 
the agony was gone, and he realized both 
that this was God’s work and that he was 
called to serve him in return. Strangely 
enough, he heard the admonition from God 
to leave Chicago and go to Shanghai. This 
was much to his astonishment, and he told 
God that if there was one spot on earth 
that needed the Gospel it was the sinful 
city on Lake Michigan. Nevertheless he 
obeyed the call, and for the past four years 
has been preaching to the Chinese, unsal- 
aried but never in need, and has been 
greatly used. His is both a mission of 
preaching and healing by prayer. Mrs. 
Knott of Hankow writes in The Bible in 
the World: 

“A mad girl who had been violent for 
some time is quiet and reasonable now, 
and a paralytic who had been carried into 
the Griffith Memorial Church, Hankow, 
took up her bed and walked. It is like 
Scripture days again. As Mr. Knott and 
I looked over the heads of seventy boys 
kneeling in chapel, some of them waiting 
to be helped over some physical infirmity, 
others waiting for purely spiritual help, we 
felt that God was doing marvelous things. 
Only four years ago some of these very 
boys were placarding the walls of the place 
with posters: ‘Down with Christian civil- 
ization! Down with the Church of Christ!’ 

“Meetings are often continued for four 
hours at a time, so great is the interest. 
When asked if this was not exhausting, 
Mr. Peponis answered, ‘No, I am never 
tired. You see, it is God who does the 
work.’ Of this work he added, ‘Unless I 
feel a love in my heart for those boys I 
cannot help them.’ When we got back 
to the chapel there must have been 250 
there.” 


Joan of Arc has been made a saint of 
the Roman Church. On the day in which 
her memory is annually celebrated it has 
become customary for anticlericals to post 
in Paris and elsewhere bills on which is 
printed the decree of condemnation passed 
on her by a council of more than sixty 
theologians and doctors in canon law. This 
poster, Professor Doumergue tells us in 
Le Christianisme, is no sooner up than it 
is torn down by the other side, who care 
little encugh to give currency to the dam- 
aging document. The decree describes Joan 
as a member of Satan, speaks of her heresy 
as pestilential poison, and denounces the 
infamous contagion of this leper. : 

“Seeing that, after having feigned to 
abjure thy errors, thou hast returned to 
them as a dog to its vomit, we declare thee 
lapsed, impious, and heretic.” 


Then they burned her. 

It may be, and doubtless is, to the credit 
of Rome to have reversed herself in this 
matter, but the change of front plays havoc 
with all theories of infallibility and unity 
of teaching as well as of apostolic succes- 
sion. Who can believe that these sixty 
theologians had the Holy Spirit in suc- 
cession from the outpouring at Pentecost? 


The first Indian bishop in North India 
is Bishop Banerjee of Lahore, says the Re- 
port of the Church Missionary Society. He 
has the oversight of some 40,000 village 
Christians, and has been acclaimed by the 
people, who are delighted to have one of 
their own race as their leader. He is de- 
scribed as one with the vision of a statesman, 
and as a great leader. Miss Clayden, a dea- 
coness of the Anglican Church in India, 
writes: “All the restrictions that kept 
women from taking an independent part in 
evangelistic work seem to be falling away, 
like St. Peter’s chains. Wherever there 
is a large enough Christian community, I 
have been starting zenana committees of 
six members, elected from the native 
women. They have shown themselves cap- 
able of doing a far more far-reaching work 
than any missionary could.” 





A Question for the 
Appraisers 








Fifteen hundred Japanese dead, 
victims of the recent raid on China, 
have been enshrined in the Shintotai 
Temple in Tokyo, and their spirits 
will be worshiped by the whole 
Japanese nation. A special memo- 
rial service for them was held April 
26, 1933, in Tokyo, and places 
abroad where Japanese live. 

Question.— Ought the churches 
to have shown their sympathy by 
sending a delegation to participate 
in this worship? 











Catholic Penetration.—An Irish publi- 
cation, Land for the People (October, 
1931), outlines the method. “Catholic 
writers have often voiced the opinion that 
the only way to spread the Faith in these 
islands is the erection of Catholic parishes 
in the country. Abandon the cities which 
produce such enormous leakage; send 
priests into the country; establish a num- 
ber of small parishes there; let the peo- 
ple gather round the priest and settle tnere. 
Make the country Catholic, and sooner or 
later Scotland and England will be Cath- 
olic, too.” 

With this end in view, an association 
has been framed under the patronage of 
the Roman bishop to buy up land in Scot- 


land and to settle Irish on it. Mansion 
houses in Scotland are also being bought 
when they come into the market, especially 
if they are situated in strong Protestant 
districts. Recent instances are found in 
Larne and Ballymena. These former prop- 
erties of the aristocracy are turned! into 
convents and monasteries, where Protestant 
children are taught French and music, the 
fees being put purposely at a low figure. 
Rome is also approaching the Scotch uni- 
versities. Edinburgh University is a Ref- 
ormation foundation, having been opened 
in 1583. Now Dominicans are setting up 
a priory in George Square, Edinburgh, in 
the hope of reaching Scotch students. 


Auf der Warte informs us that there is 
a syStematic settlement of Catholic fam- 
ilies on the land lying along the borders 


.of Pomerania and Brandenburg, hitherto 


wholly Protestant areas. Through politi- 
cal influences these families receive ex- 
ceptional treatment in the sale of land. 
In Catholic areas forces are at work to 
squeeze out Protestant farmers. Thus the 
Allgemeine evangelische-lutherische Kirch- 
engzeitung publishes a circular of the Upper 
Swabia Peasants’ Secretariat, which has 
been sent to all Catholic priests in the 
district, with questions such as the follow- 
ing: 

1. How many Protestant farmers have set- 
tled in your parish? 


2. When did the farms in question fall into 
Protestant hands? 


Whence did these farmers come? (Full 
gaittudiade, ) 


4. Were these farms auctioned to them? 


5. Were the preceding occupants poor 
farmers ? 


6. Why did the farm not come into Cath- 
olic hands ? 


7. Would the seller have been able to pre- 
vent Protestant settlement here, and if so, 
why did he not do so? 

8. Have the Protestant farmers influence 
in your district? 

9. Are there possibilities of hindering the 


further advance of Protestant settlement 
there ? 


10. What measures do you deem suitable 
for this end?

The Lesson as a Whole 


By Robert C. McQuilkin 
President Columbia Bible College 


Approach to the Lesson 


"Taree days after the Lord Jesus had 
proclaimed himself as King, he was 
presented with these questions: What 
is the responsibility of a loyal Jew who 
worships, God as his King, to a heathen 
earthly king, like Cesar? What is the 
relation of a Christian believer today to 
this present world and to earthly govern- 
ment? What is his relation to the future 
life and to the unseen spirit world? What 
is his relation to the law of God as re- 
vealed in the Old Testament? What is 
his relation to Christ as Messiah and Sav- 
iour and Lord? All these fundamental 
questions are answered by Christ in his 
last conflict with Israel’s rulers, when they 
tried him with hard questions (1 Kings 
10:i). There is no question the Lord 
Jesus cannot answer. And he himself is 
the answer to all our problems. Let us 
learn of him the secret of right patriotism 
and Christian citizenship, and all right re- 
lationships. 


The Historical Setting 

Our Lord’s final conflict with the rulers, 
when he silenced Pharisees, Sadducees, and 
Herodians took place: probably on Tues- 
day. of Passover week, which may have 
been April 4, A. D. 3o. 
Verse by Verse 
’ Matt. 22:.16:—-Their disciples with the 


Herodians. ‘The leaders of the Pharisees 
did not. go themselves, possibly not wish- 
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ing publicly to be linked with the Herod- 
jans, a party that favored governors of 
the Herod family, a compromise repug- 
nant to the zealous Pharisees. 


Verse 18.—Jesus. perceived their wicked- 
ness. They had planned a trap from which 
they thought he could not escape. If he 
said, “Yes,” the Pharisees could ridicule 
a Messiah who urged them to continue 
under the galling yoke of Rome, paying 
the poll tax as a sign of their slavery, a 
thing hated by all. zealous Jews. If he 
said, “No,” the Herodians could at once 
accuse. him before Pilate, as indeed they 
all did three days later with shameless 
falsehood (Luke 23:2). 


Verse 19.—A penny. A denarius, a 
Roman coin equal to about seventeen cents, 
a day’s wages (Matt. 20:2), and it is 
thought to have been the amount of the 
poll tax at this time. 


Verse 20—lWhease. is this image. asd 
superscription? The-head of one of. the 
emperors, and an “inscription,” giving his 
name and the value of the coin. 


Verse 21.—Render therefore unto Cesar 
the things which are Cesar’s. Literally, 
“pay back” to Czsar what is his own. 
Not referring to the money tax only, but 
to all duties that a citizen would owe to 
the civil government. The money was a 
symbol of the benefits conferred by the 
government, and at the same time the tax 
was a symbol:of the obligations owed to 
the government, And unto God the things 
that. are God’s.. Indicating that the respon- 
sibility to human ‘government is not neces- 
sarily contrary to duty to God, and also 


indicating that the things of God are 
supreme. See Special Topics. . 

Verse 22——They marvelled. Well they 
might... And all who have read it since 
have marveled. For in one brief sentence 
the Lord has set forth for all time the 
principles on which men are to solve one 
of their most burning questions —the re- 
lation of religion and civil government. 
These enemies realized that he had solved 
their problem. Yet the Pharisees would 
not accept the’ implication that there were 
duties to the Roman state that would not 
conflict with loyalty to their God. 


Verse 35.—One of them, .. . @ lawyer, 
... tempting him. A scribe, who was also 
an authoritative teacher of the law. He 
represents the Pharisees in their attempt 
to entagle Christ, but he himself is evi- 
dently more noble than they (Mark 12: 
28, 32-34). 


Verse 37.—Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God. He gives not one of the ten com- 
mandments, but one that underlies all the 
ten. This is a, command, but what a com- 
mand! Thou shalt love! God is love. 
He loves us. Man’s first duty then is to 
love God, and this attitude of heart will 
control all his actions. With all thy heart, 
... soul, ... mind. With all thy being, 
—an intense, eager love, with all the 
powers of mind, emotion, and will. Such 
love will be expressed in thought and word 
and deed. 

Verse 30.--The second is like unto it. 
The first must be linked with a second, 
like . it. because it also concerns love, and 
like it because love to neighbor will give 
evidence of love to God. Thou shalt love

thy neighbour as thyself. The sum of all 
our duties toward man (Lev. 19:18; Rom. 
13:9; Gal. 5:14; Jas. 2:8). To-love him 
as ourselves is to do to him as we would 
have him do to us (Matt. 7: 12). 


Verse 40.—On these two commandments 
hang all the law and the prophets. All 
precepts of the Old Testament may be 
gathered under one or other of these. What 
a light this gives upon the spiritual char- 
acter of the law, and what a rebuke to the 
Pharisees in their wrong stress on outward 
ceremonies and in laying heavy burdens of 
traditions upon the people (Matt. 23: 4). 


Fhe Heart of the Lesson 

Christ came to give men a citizenship 
m Heaven (Phil. 3:20,-R. V.). Those 
who accept his gift become the best citi- 
zens in their earthly kingdoms. The lesson 
on “Jesus Acclaimed as King” is followed 
by this lesson on patriotism and good citi- 
zenship. The Lord himself, who one day 
will take direct charge of the kingdoms of 
this earth, was a good citizen submitting 
himself to all the ordinances of man (1 
Pet. 2: 13-15). And his life and teachings 
meant more for both Palestine and the 
Roman empire, even among those who did 
not know him or receive him, than any 
other influence. Paul, following his Lord, 
was a good citizen, Rome’s first citizen, as 
it were, doing more real service to the 
empire than any other, though they knew 
it not and beheaded him. Thé secret of 
good citizenship is found in the two great 
commandments of supreme love to God 
and love to neighbor, fittingly joined in 
our lesson text with the message on Cesar 
and God. (Read Rom. 13: 1-10.)

Church and State. Under the Jewish 
theocracy, there was no separation between 
their duties to God and their duties to the 
state, for God’s law directly governed all. 
Under the Romans, our Lord shows in his 
marvelous statement regarding Czsar and 
God, there is -a distinction. This distinc- 
tion is truly represented today by the 
American principle of separation of Church 
and State. A Christian may and should 
be a loyal citizen. This was true even 
under a heathen state, and was carried out 
gloriously by Daniel in the Babylonian and 
Persian empires. We should avoid the 
extreme position that a Christian should

not vote, or have any part in secular gov- 
ernment. On the other hand, the danger 
in America is that we should suppose that 
separation of church and state means sep- 
aration of God from the state. Under this 
false plea, we are moving toward a secular 
public school system that is ruling God out 
of education. 


The Church and Politics, The Christian 
is a citizen of the state as well as a mem- 
ber of church, As a citizen he should do 
all in his power to put the principles of 
Christ into the laws and practices of his 
city, state, and nation. Thus, he knows, 
he will best serve his government. But 
the church, as a church, should stay out 
of politics. To meddle with earthly af- 
fairs weakens its place as the mouthpiece 
of God. The minister is a citizen, and has 
his duties as a citizen. But it is difficult 
to dissociate himself from the church, and 
so the minister should carefully guard 
against political activities that would mar 
his message as a prophet, and he should 
keep politics out of the pulpit. However, 
this does not mean that the minister of 
Christ should not speak out boldly and 
clearly on ethical and moral principles, and 
set forth the principles of Christ that should 
govern Christian citizens. If a question 
of gambling, or chastity, has become a 
political issue, this does not shut the lips 
of God’s prophets in proclaiming the wrath 
of God against all ungodliness and unright- 
eousness of men. This same principle ap- 
plies to intemperance; but in dealing with 
prohibition and liquor control, as . with 
similar issues, it is needful to recognize 
that good men may differ on the best way 
to control the evil. Let the church have 
a clear, united voice as to God’s standards, 
holding its members to personal habits and 
principles that will cause no stumbling. 
There ‘seems little doubt that in these days 
of the’ proved evils of the liquor traffic, 
such standards will put all earnest Chris- 
tian men in the class of abstainers.

“Be not drunk with wine, . . . but be 
filled with the Spirit’ (Eph. 5:18). Only 


by being filled with the Spirit can we Jove 
God with our whole heart. When we ac- 
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cept Christ as Saviour we are born of the 
Spirit, and we are to live in the fullness 


‘of the Spirit. To love God is a command, 


but it is also his blessed provision for ‘a 
life of joy and ‘gladness, which men vainly 
seek in the pleasures of the world and the 
excesses of drinking. 


Love for our neighbors should make us 

enemies of the liquor traffic. Love works 
no ill to his neighbor (Rom. 13:10). And 
if drink works tragic ill, ean Christians 
do aught but separate from it completely? 
(Rom. 14: 13, 21.) 
- “Have you -rejected Christ?” This is 
a question that should be solemnly faced 
by all your pupils as they study: of the 
enmity against Christ on the part pf those 
who rejected him, and Christ’s’ terrific 
words of condemnation and judgment upon 
them. 


A Christian is the best American citi- 
zen, Christians should take an active in- 
terest in civic and political problems of 
city, state, and nation, studying them and 
seeking to apply Christian principles to 
their solution. -

The Word-Jugglers.—Then went the 
Pharisees, and took counsel how they might 
entangle him in his talk (Matt. 22:15). 
The easiest job of the hunter is that of 
trapping. He does not run any risk of 
tooth or claw. ‘Talk-entangling is in the 
same class. The simplest work in which 
folks engage is not wood-sawing and stock- 
ing-knitting, but word-twisting. For ex- 
ample, this one from the funny column: 

Irate Motorist: “Say, this car won't 
climb a hill, and you told me it was a 
good car.” 

Auto Dealer: 
it’s a good car,’” 

How easy! Just an inflection of the 





“I said, ‘On the level, 


voice makes all the difference in the world.’ 
The foreigner was trying to learn Eng- 


lish. “Look out,” said the man as the 
train swung in the road along the beauti- 
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ful river.- “Look out!” cried ‘the man. as - 
he jerked the foreigner and his head in 


to escape the bridge. 

The Lord Jesus said, “Destroy this tem- 
ple, and in three days I will raise it up.” 
Certain of the Pharisees said, “We heard 
him say, I will destroy this temple that 
is made with hands” (John 2:19; Mark 
14: 58). 

By juggling and twisting ‘words: you can 
prove anything from the Bible. “The Bible 


endorses suicide,” said Alf:George. “How 
do you make that out?” “‘He ... went 
and hanged himself,’ you read.” ‘You also 


read, “Then said Jesus unto him, Go, and 
do thou likewise.” Yes, I noticed the gray 
hairs and wrinkles on this one, too, but 
it is new to that new subscriber (Matt. 
27:5; Luke 10:37). 

All of this is to say, let no one fool you 
with mere words. When your-own words 
are twisted remember your Master’s ex- 
perience. Here is that old Grant story. 

One of President Grant’s friends came 
to him one day and said, “General, I want 
to read to you what a newspaper has to 
say about the President.” ‘Well, I guess 
that’s the worst yet,” exclaimed Grant when 
he heard the scurrilous article. “General, 
that was written of George Washington 
during his administration.” -“If they said 
that about a man like Washington, who 
am I to complain?” $2 

Since this is a temperance lesson, do 
not forget how the Pharisees got after the 


disciples saying, “These men- are full of 


new wine” (Acts 2:13). 


A Good Mixture.— Render therefore unto 
Cesar the things which are Cesar’s; and 
unto God the things that are God’s (v. 21). 
What sore trouble we are likely to get 
into when we try to mix things that are 
Czsar’s with the things. that are God’s. 
I wrote that sentence in my notebook, 
looked at it, and said, “Hold up, William 
H., you are wrong. The thing to do is 
to mix the things that are God’s with the 
things that are Czsar’s.” ‘That is to say, 
put godliness into statecraft. 

Here in the U. S. A. one of the officers 
in Senate and House is the chaplain. The 
states follow the nation. Sessions are 
opened with a looking to the God of nations 
and states in prayer. 

An American President headed a great 
international congress in Europe to con- 
sider the things of the war. Because a 
pagan country was one of the signatories, 
everything religious was carefully and stu- 
diously avoided. The God of nations was 
left out. That congress “blew up” as a 
failure, and the American President with 
his prestige all gone came home broken- 
hearted. This is all history. 

. There is a great railroad here in the 
East whose president for years would not 
run freight trains on Sunday, and only one 
passenger train each way. He always 
opened the meetings of his directors with 
a word of prayer, so it was said. While 
he remained -its president the stock of that 
road was the highest on the stock exchange, 
$200 plus a share. As I write this note 
it is quoted $14 a share. The religious 
president’s successor changed “the old 
fogy’s” policy. The road at once began 
to slip, and has kept it up. 

In an impending labor trouble at one 
of the steel mills in Coatesville, the chair- 
man of the mill committee of workmen 
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which was meeting. with the: manager, said, 
“Mr.: Manager, would: you: mind : opening 
our conference with ‘a prayer?” The sur- 
prised manager, a Christian man, at once 
complied, : The things of God were brought 
in and mixed with the things of Czsar. 
The trouble was quickly straightened out, 
and has stayed straightened out to this day. 


Co-operation vs. Competition.—One of 
them, a lawyer, asked, tempting him, .. . 
Master, which is the great commandment? 
(vs. 35; 36). These texts always. suggest 
this true story tome: Judge Gary, the maker 
of the great U. S. Steel Company, was a 
lawyer. He was a Christian gentleman 
and an old Sunday school teacher. When 
Billy Sunday came to New York, Judge 
Gary was one of his backers, Harry Stod- 
dard of Worcester, head of the Wyman- 
Gordon Company (which probably made 
the crank shaft of your auto if it is not a 
Ford), used to be a clerk in the office of 
the U. S. Steel Company. He told me this 
one ‘night at dinner. 

One day when all the steel makers were 
gathered around a big table at the old 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in a conference to 
proportion the steel business, Judge Gary, 
who presided, startled the company by sud- 
denly: asking, “How many commandments 
are there?” None of the surprised com- 
pany answered. 

“Don’t any of you ‘horny handed sons 
of toil’ (?) know how many command- 
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ments there are?’ “Ten, aren't there?” 
suggested: one man:. “How many com- 
mandments?” again . said the Judge. 
“Eleven,” replied: President King of Jones 
and Laughlin Company. “How do you 
make that out?” asked the Judge. “A new 
commandment I give unto you, That ye 
love one another,” quoted President King. 
“Right, Mr. King,” cried the Judge. 

“Then,” said Harry, “taking this as a 
text the Judge then and there preached a 
sermon to those hard headed, if not horny 
handed, steel men. He said, ‘We have been 
doing business on the wrong principle. Not 
competition, but co-operation is the right 
way to do business. Instead of ‘trying to 
cut one another’s throat we shoyle try to 
help each other to make business ‘profitable 
and healthy.’ ” 

Then came the World War. Uncle Sam 
forced all the steel makers to drop all 
competition and operate for the nation’s 
good. Instead of competition being the 
“life of trade,” it has been found to be 
the death of trade. And the death of 
churches also, both at home and on the 
mission fields,

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
Beginning: “Stumped!” 


Discussion: Compare the wisdom of men 
with the wisdom of God. (Rather, contrast 
it.) 

Objective: Holding to a precious truth. 











AY, fellows, a neatly wrapped package 

about the size of a two-pound box of 
candy lies innocently on the sidewalk; 
Along comes a smart Alec who says to 
himself, “Fortunately, I am remembering 
that this is the first day of April and 
those kids watching me from that window 
will get a disappointment, for I shall simply 
kick that ‘phoney’ package into the gutter,” 
and slam! he kicks it. But the wrapped 
brick only budges a few inches —and, oh! 
Mr. Alec, in spite of a noble effort to 
walk away with a careless stride, percep- 
tibly limps, and he continues to limp until 
he finds a place to get his shoe off and 
give first aid to that stumped toe. 

Well, fellows, I saw that happen; and 
the incident came back to my mind as I 
was reading here in the twenty-second 
chapter of Matthew how those smart Alec 
Pharisees in all their craftiness planned to 
get the Lord Jesus into a trap with that 
question about the tribute.. If-they could 
get Jesus to say, “Yes, it is lawful to give 
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tribute to Czesar,” then they could accuse 
him to the Sanhedrin of- being disloyal to 
God. On the other hand, if ‘he should say, 
“No, to God only should tribute be paid,” 
they would be able to take him before the 
Roman authorities with an accusation of 
sedition. So they were quite sure their 
trap would catch him on one side or the 
other. But they were woefully disap- 
pointed. They did not realize they were 
up against the very wisdom of God. “Ren- 
der ... unto Cesar the things which are 
Czsar’s; and unto God the things that are 
God’s,” answered our Lord, and right there 
the Pharisees were “stumped.” They could 
only nurse their mortified pride; “neither 
durst any man... ask him any more 
questions.” They now realized that if they 
were going to have Jesus put to death, it 
would have to be done by treachery and 
lying. So these they proceeded to employ. 

Paul wrote to the Corinthians, “For the 
Jews require a sign, and the Greeks seek 
after wisdom: but we preach Christ cru- 
cified, unto the Jews a stumblingblock, and 
unto the Greeks foolishness; but unto them 
which are called, both Jews and Greeks, 
Christ the power of God, and the wisdom 
of God” (1 Cor. 1: 22-24). 

Yes, fellows, the crucified Christ a stum- 
blingblock! but only to those who are op- 
posed to him as an atoning Saviour. There 
are people today who are finding the cru- 
cified Christ a stumblingblock. They ac- 
knowledge him as a great Master and a 
great Teacher and One whose principles 
of life should be followed; but they balk 
at the blood —the blood that flowed from 
the cross—the blood that was necessary 
in God’s plan for salvation of sinners — the 
blood that pays the penalty of sin, without 
which payment God’s justice demands 
death. That is what the crucifixion means. 
That is what Christ crucified means. These 
people call themselves Christians; yet, they 
stumble and fall at the cross. That is not 
our heavenly Father’s plan for us sinners. 
It is his plan that at the cross we shall 
rise and walk with confidence, because it 
is at the cross our burden of sin falls off, 
through faith in the shed blood of our dear 
Saviour. Thus for us, fellows, who believe 
the clear Word of God, Christ crucified is 
not a stumblingblock, but “Christ the power 
of God, and the wisdom of God.” 

Fellows, ask God right now that he will 
never let the false wisdom of men, or smart 
Alecs, or any other creature rob you of 
this priceless possession in all of its tre- 
mendous meaning — Christ crucified.

The King and His Kingdom 
XIX. The King under Fire by His Enemies: 


(1) The Pharisees and Herodians; (2) 
The Sadducees; (3) The lawyer of the 
Pharisees. 











OUNG people do admire courage —as 

do we all—and the thoughtful among 
them enjoy evidence of mental courage 
quite as much as the physical type. Here, 
then, is a passage in the King’s life that 
will challenge the admiration of your girls 
—his quick, keen, mental courage in meet- 
ing and parrying —no, completely foiling 
these traps laid with such malicious cun- 
ning by his enemies, to “catch something 
out of his mouth.” The King under fire 
is a figure to admire, even to those who 
refuse him entrance as Saviour into their 
hearts. How much more shall we whose 
admiration passes into adoration exult in 
his victory over those relentless foes! 

Concentrating attention, then, on the three 
instances noted above, help your girls to 
see and feel the situation surrounding each 
of these brief conversations, that they may 
appreciate to the full the unanswerable 
answers our Lord made to his carping 
critics : 
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(1) Those Pharisees thought they had 
found a snare indeed in which this Teacher 
of the. way of God must entangle himself, 
no matter which way he replied. to their 
sly question: “Is it lawful [right, for us 
as Jews] to give tribute [pay taxes] to 
Cesar?” How swiftly did the King de- 
vise an object lesson which provided the 
only answer that could not be used against 
him, either way — because it was the basic 
truth underneath all the petty squabbling 
of the times! This foundation truth under- 
lies all true Christianship till this day of 
ours: there are duties to be rendered “unto 
Cesar” by your girls, as Christian citi- 
zens of modern America — what are they? 
Can your girls think of any, right before 
them at this present time? 

(2) Though the printed lesson text does 
not use this question of the Sadducees, it 
offers. too fine a lesson-for your girls to 
be omitted, and the everlasting value of 
that lesson lies in the King’s searching 
reply to their absurd question: “Ye do err, 
not knowing the scripturés, nor the power 


_of God.” Here is declared the statis norm 
of truth unchanging, as revealed in the 


Word of God; and that other source of 
living truth in the Christian’s experience 
of the “power of God,” the indwelling Spirit 
of truth, promised by the Saviour to fol- 
low, in completeness, his own resurrection 
(John 14:17 and 26). Such exhaustless 
depths and heights of truth have we: in 
our divine Saviour’s ageless words! Help

(3) This lawyer of the Pharisees is the 
same apparently as he to whom the King 
told that wonderful story of the good 
Samaritan (Luke 10: 25-37) and to whom 
the King said those sad words, “Thou art 
not far from the kingdom of God” —not 
far, but not in!

To the child, the mother and father 
stand in the place of God. Until the child 
comes to the age where he is able to 
understand and decide for himself, the 
mother and father are the imterpreters of 
God’s will and of God’s Word. The 
mother, because of her close association 
with the child in the home, has greater 
opportunity than the father to*carry out 
such responsibility. 


It is to the mother that the child must, 
of necessity, look for its earliest care and 
provision. It is the father’s strength and 
toil that make such provision possible. But 
it is directly through the mother that the 
child receives nearly all of its early atten- 
tion. :

Few children, who 
have had strict mothers, have failed to 
reach that time when they have been pro- 
foundly grateful for the restraint and care 
that their mothers have exercised. 

On the other hand, a good mother will 
have an understanding sympathy for her 
children that will) prompt .her to make 
every, possible allowance for :shortcomings 
and failures, and will not deprive them 
of anything that is really good. It is right 
here that the mother needs God’s direct- 
ing and enabling grace and wisdom, so 
that, under him, she may exercise that 
happy balance between strictness and 
leniency ‘that will retain the love and re- 
spect of her children, and, at the same time, 
enable her to guide them in paths of right 
and truth.

When All Drank and Thereafter. By 
Conrad Henry Moehlman. (Alcohol Infor- 
mation Committee, 151 Fifth Ave., New 
York, $1.50.) A valuable survey of the 
history of intoxicants, and of efforts for 
their control, is given here, from the earliest 
authentic records of history up to recent 
times, with special reference to the United 
States. It took many, many years to 
awaken the public conscience to the evils 
of drinking; and since prohibition enforce- 
ment in America was so !argely in the 
hands of its.enemies, it is perhaps not sur- 
prising that it has suffered a temporary 
setback in the recent victory of the forces

The Unequal Yoke. By Martin Paul. 
(Mennonite Publishing House, Scottdale, 
Pa., 25 cents.) A dollar reiates its tragic 
autobiography, and makes very plain what 
happens to too many dollars given by Fun- 
damentalists but coming eventually to sup- 
port Modernism. A poor widow sacrifices 
almost her last dollar to give it to mission 
work, as her heart is stirred by a preacher’s 
message urging his hearers to bring the 
Gospel to a lost world. The dollar goes 
to the Mission Board and comes eventually 
into the hands of a fine young student 
struggling through college in preparation 
for the mission field. He is sound in the 
faith, but is ridiculed by his fellow students 
and professors until step by step he be- 
comes indifferent and gradually lets go his 
convictions.

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the field, mingles with conservative mis- 
sionaries, and with another young Modern- 
ist brings confusion and trouble to the field.
